It's Refreshing To Hear 
Frank Talk From Bench 


Several pronouncements from the 
Marin bench during the past few weeks 
have caused the public to sit up and 
take notice. 
Judge Samuel W. Gardiner of juve­ 
nile court, taking a stern view of the 
alarming increase in narcotics use, de­ 
clined to accept the cases of 10 hippies 
arrested in a marijuana raid, ruling 
that they are “ not fit cases for juve­ 
nile court. The youths, aged 18 to 21. 
will thus be tried as adults. 
The ludge followed that up with a 
memorandum forbidding all wards of 
juvenile court from wearing unconven­ 
tional hair styling, beards or bizarre 
clothing. 
He pointed out that as long as a 
minor conforms to law and obeys his 
parents, matters of clothing and hair 
styling should certainly be left to the 
discretion of each family. But when a 
minor becomes a ward of court through 
infractions of law. then the court will 
lay down the rules oi personal con­ 
duct until such minor learns to be law' 
abiding. 
A week earlier. Municipal Court 
Judge Alvin Goldstein Jr. told a meet­ 


ing of driver education teachers that 
most students do not need cars to drive 
to school. He noted that student own­ 
ership and use of automobiles work at 
cross pui poses with the teen-agers’ 
prime responsibility— education. 
Many judges have been reticent to 
take a public stand on controversial 
issues. They have expressed their per­ 
sonal views privately but have refrain­ 
ed from public expression. 
Men like Judge Gardiner are put­ 
ting into words and deeds what many 
citizens have long wanted to express. 
Judge Gardiner was outspoken be­ 
fore he became a judge, and it is heart­ 
warming to see that he continues to 
call them as he sees them from the 
bench. 
He was controversial before and no 
doubt will be controversial in the fu­ 
ture. but the state of the judiciary will 
be improved by having judges like him 
air their views, even at the risk of in­ 
viting controversy. 
Whether you agree w ith the view s of 
these outspoken judges, you’ve got to 
hand it to them for speaking out.

Business Slump, Declining Tax 
Income Plague Reagan's Budget

SACRAMENTO fCNS)-Add­ 
ed 
state 
financing 
troubles 
have arisen to beleaguer the 
Reagan 
Administration, 
a 1 • 
ready hard put to make ends 
meet. 
The latest department of fi­ 
nance estimate shows income 
will be short of previous esti­ 
mates by about $97 to $100 mil­ 
lion. 
This is on top of the gover­ 
nor's budget for nearly $5 bil­ 
lion. which is before the state 
legislature. 
Drop-ol! in revenue is seen 
in virtually all forms of state 
taxation, 
including 
income. 


sales, bank and corporation 
and inheritance taxes. 
What this means is that the 
state either will have to find 
new revenues or cut spending 
to make up the deficit. It will 
no doubt end up as a combina­ 
tion of both. 


TH ERE IS NO possibility at 
the present time of estimating 
w hat the entire situation means 
to the average, taxpaying citi­ 
zen. The legislature, well into 
its fifth month of deliberations, 
has not as yet adopted either 
a budget or a revenue pro­ 
gram. 
From all indications, there 
will be no budget until the

the current fiscal year. 


AS TO the revenue program, 
the usual procedure is to adopt 
it after it has been determined 
what the budget will be, and 
assess taxes in the amount 
necessary to cover the pro­ 
posed budget expenditures. 
Usually, the revenue esti­ 
mates by the State Depart­ 
ment of Finance are reason­ 
ably accurate, but apparently 
the business slump was not 
wholly taken into consideration 
on the early estimates, so the 
figure falls short by nearly 
$100 million. 
All kinds of reasons are giv­ 
en for the business slump. The 
reason least discussed, how­ 
ever. appears to be that money 
which should be circulating to 
ultimately produce more goods, 
is being siphoned off by gov­ 
ernment. 


IN OTHER WORDS, a fam­ 
ily might be on the verge of 
buying 
a 
new 
automobile. 
Comes the time for the down­ 
payment, and the down-pay- 
ment goes to Uncle Sam for 
advance payment of income 
taxes. Result, no new car, and 
depression of the economy. 
Multiply this one instance by 
hundreds of thousands, apply 
it to other purchases planned 
such as a new home, appliance 
or what have you. and it is 
relatively easy to understand 
the business slump. 


IT IS ALSO reasonable to 
suppose that the situation will 
continue so long as govern­ 
ment loads excessive taxes on 
the populace for the purpose 
of 
maintaining 
unnecessary 
services which are neither de­ 
sirable nor wanted by the ma­ 
jority of citizens.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
A 
couple of years ago a Texas 
Democrat. 
Rep. 
James 
C. 
Wright, told Congress probably 
every member of it has know­ 
ingly evaded the purpose of * 
federal law limiting election 
campaign expenses. 
The law, passed in 1925. says 
no candidate for the House can 
spend more than $5000 in his 
bid for election and no can­ 
didate for the Senate can spend 
more than $25,000. 
But this limit applies only to 
spending by the candidates 
themselves. The law does not 
apply to committees set up to 
help them, and there is no 
limit on the number of such 
committees. 


ALTHOUGH 
Wright 
made 
his statement two years ago. 
Congress was not sufficiently 
disturbed to do anything about 
it. The same mumble of pro­ 
test has been going on for 
years. Nothing was done. 
Last year President Johnson 
sent 
a 
special 
message to 
Congress, urging a number of 
reforms not only because of 
the loopholes in present laws 
on 
financing 
political 
cam­ 
paigns but because these laws 
are ludicrously out of date. 
For example, the cost of the 
presidential 
campaign 
h a s 
more than doubled in the past 
decade. The cost of the 1964 
campaign was more than 25 
per cent higher than the one in 
1960 and over 60 per cent 
higher than in 1956. 
But Congress practically ig­ 
nored what Johnson suggested 
in 1966 except for a law it 
passed allowing a taxpayer to 
tell the government to take $1 
from his income tax return as 
a campaign contribution. Now 
this vear Congress is about to 
kill it. 


THEN THURSDAY Johnson 
sent a brand new message to 
Congress, proposing a number 
of reforms. But it's pretty late 
in 
the 
1967 
session 
and 
Congress 
will 
probably 
do 
nothing this time, either. 
As 
an 
example 
of 
the 
emptiness of that law putting a 
limit of $5,000 on how much a 
candidate for the House can 
spend personally, take the 1966 
House race in C i n c i n n a t i 
between Robert Taft Jr., a 
Republican, and Rep. John J. 
Gilligan. a one-term Democrat 
who lost his seat in that con­ 
test to Taft. 


THE 
MONEY 
SPENT 
in 
Taft’s behalf was a l m o s t 
$169,000 and for Gilligan it was 
at least $80,000 This was done 
through committees. 
Wright said two years ago 
the high cost of campaigning is 
making it impossible for any 
but the wealthy - “ or the will­ 
ing wards of the wealthy” — to 
seek public office. 
Campaigning has changed — 
and the costs, too—thanks to 
radio, 
television 
and 
t h e 
airplane. In one way the voters 
have 
benefited 
by 
th e 
technological advances, since 
they are better able to see and 
hear the candidates. 


BUT JOHNSON w a r n e d 
Thursday that in another way 
the changes “ have worked to 
the 
opposite 
effect 
by 
in­ 
creasing the costs of cam­ 
paigning to spectacular pro­ 
portions. 
“ Costs of such magnitude 
can have serious consequences 
for our democracy: more and 
more, 
men and 
women of 
limited means refrain from 
running for public o f f i c e . 
Private 
wealth 
increasingly 
becomes 
an 
artificial 
and 
unrealistic arbiter of qualifica­ 
tions and the source of public 
leadership 
is 
thus 
severely 
narrowed'' 
For example the present law 
limits to $5,000 the contribu­ 
tion anyone can make to a 
single candidate for federal of­ 
fice — including the presidency 
— or contributions to any na­ 
tional committee supporting a 
candidate.

BUT THE LAW does not 
forbid an individual to make 
$5,000 
contributions 
to 
any 
number of committees sup­ 
porting a single candidate or 
party. And. again, there is no 
limit on the number of such 
committees. 
In such a case Johnson sug­ 
gests a $5,000 limit on the total 
amount that could come from 
any individual, his wife or 
minor children to a single can­ 
didate's campaign. 
He also proposed — but this 
was only one of a number of 
proposals — to abolish the 
present arbitrary, and phony, 
limits on the total spending of 
a candidate for federal office.

WASHINGTON — A Romney- 
Reagan ticket is actively in 
the making. 
Close ties are in the process 
of being established between 
the Michigan and California 
governors and their political 
leaders. They confer frequent­ 
ly on strategy and plans, and 
exchange views and ideas. 
Very much in the forefront 
of this significant backstage 
alliance is Leonard Hall, in 
charge of Romney's still-un­ 
avowed campaign for the 1968 
presidential nomination. A vet­ 
eran of such contests, Hall was 
Republican national chairman 
1953-57, and managed Nixon's 
1960 race. 
From his headquarters in a 
suite of offices in downtown 
Washington. Hall is busily set­ 
ting up a nation-wide network 
of Romney state organizations. 
At present he is concentrating 
on the West and Middle West. 


CONSIDERABLE pro g r e s s 
has been made in the latter. 
State managers have been des­ 
ignated in a number of Mid­ 
western states, after carefully 
consulting GOP officials, state 
chairmen, national committee­ 
men and other party leaders. 
The utmost caution is being 
exercised to avoid dissension. 
Hall's master plan calls for 
vigorous Romney drives in key 
primaries throughout the coun­ 
try, starting with the first in 
New Hampshire on March 12. 


The Michigan governor and 
Hall are fully aware this pri­ 
mary strategy involves serious 
risks. In New* Hampshire, Re­ 
publicans are bitterly splinter­ 
ed in factions.

Yankees Whitey Ford Announces Retirement 


NEW YORK <AP>— Whitey Ford, the win* 
ningest New York Yankee of all time, retired 
today after a glittering 16-year pitching career. 
Ford 
who had undergone surgery twice 
within three years to clear up circulatory prob­ 
lems in his left shoulder, said he finally was 
giving up because of a bone spur that has devel­ 
oped in his left elbow. 
The southpaw, who had the second opera­ 
tion last Aug. 25 after compiling a 2-5 record— 


the worst in his career — 
pitched 44 innings this 
season, winning two games and losing four. 
Ford made the decision to retire alter con­ 
sulting with Dr. Sidney Gavnor. the Yankees 
team physician: Manager Ralph Honk, and mem­ 
bers of the Yankee fiont office. 
Michael Burke, president ot the Yankees, 
said Ford would remain in the New York or­ 
ganization, primarily as a scout. 
Ford. 58, was born and raised in New York. 


He came to the Yankees mid-way in the 1950 
season, posted a 9*1 record, won a game in the 
Yankees 4-0 World Series sweep ot Philadelphia 
then spent two years in military service. 
When he returned, he forged one of th^ 
greatest pitching records in history. 
His 286 
career victories is the best in Yankee history and 
his career 236-106 won-loss record represents 
one of the best percentage marks ever achieved 
in the majors.

And I find the weakest spots 
are the trailer's wheels. Under- 
inflation of tires causes them 
to heat seriously at highway 
speeds. The heat is transmitted 
to the wheel hubs, this melts 
the lubricant and. pretty soon, 
the bearings are running dry. 
Then it's a toss-up which goes

Either way. if a blow-out or
